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1. We, TaJsBto HeisM, Tetsuya Tanafca, Nobuo Higaki, Shuichi Takayama, and Kensufce 
Odani, aU citizens of Japan, hereby declare that we are the origiaal, first and joint inventors of 
the subject matter of U.S. Patent No. 6,324,63 9 (the '639 patent) entitled INSTRUCTION 
CONVERTING APPARATUS USING PARALLEL EXECUnON CODE, which issued 
November 27, 200 1, from U.S. appUcation Serial No. 09/280,777, filed March 29, 1999; that we 
were eanployed by Matsushita Electric Industrial Co., Ltd. of Osaka, Japan (now named 
Panasonic Coiporation as the result of a corporate name change) at the time this Reissue 
application was filed; that Panasonic Coiporaticm is the Assignee of the caitirts iatesnsst of diis 
Reissue application; that at the time this Reissue application was filed we were engaged m the 
design of electronic technology and processors as described in the '639 patent; that we do not 
know and do not beUeve that the invention was ever loiown or used in the United States before 
our invention; and that we are the dedaiants, appKcants and patentees, irfetred to her^iiiafter.

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3. ThatwebdiBvefhe '639 patent to be -whoUy or partly inoperative or mvalid, by 
^oa of our claiming less we had a right to claim. Specifically, claims 1-33 faU to embody 
one of the inventive features of the present invention i*ithout undue limitationB, e.g., an 
execution unit which executes up to N number of instructions having a variable bit length in 
parallel, with the maximum Wt length of an instruction that is executed in parallel being M bits, 
and an instruction bus fomied between the instruction supplying/issuing unit and the decoding 
unit, wherein the total bit width of the instruction bus is shorter than M * N bits. 

We believe this inventive conc^t is not disclosed or suggested by prior art so as to be 
patmtable without fizrtfaer limitation; whereas claims in the ^639 patent fail to embody this 
inventive concept without undue hmitations, so that we claimed less than we had a right to claim. 

4. That we beheve that the eiior regarding our nanrow claiming of the invention arose 
inadvertently and without deceptive intent. 

5. That every eirorin the '639 paterrt which is coirected by this Reissue application, and 
is not covered by a prior oath/declaration submitted in thi^ Reissue j^lication, arose without 
any dec^tive intent. 

6. In accordance with 35 U.S.a § 1 19, we clahn the benefit of the foreign fihng date of 
Japanese Patent AppUcation No. 1 0-083368, filed on March 30. 1998 and Japanese Patent 
AppUcationNo. 10-095647, filed on April 8, 1998. A certified copy of the Japanese priority 
documents was filed in the parent appHcation Serial No. 09/280,777 that issued as the '639 
patent
